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REMARKS 

Claims 51, 56, and 60 are currently being examined, none of which have been amended. 
Claims 50, 52, 58, and 59 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer of their subject 
matter. No new claims have been added. No new matter has been introduced. 

Claims 51, 56, and 60 have been allowed. 

Claims 50, 52, 58, and 59 have been rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as anticipated by 
Knowles. Applicants have canceled claims 50, 52, 58, and 59 without prejudice or disclaimer of 
their subject matter. Thus, Applicants respectfully submit that this rejection should be 
withdrawn. 

Accordingly, claims 51, 56, and 60 are in condition for allowance, which action, at an 
early date, is requested.
